Contest Challenges Students to Sell Ideas 
for Greener Earth 


“And Now a Word From our Planet,” sponsored by ZPG’s 
Teachers’ PET Project, challenges students in Grades 6 
through 12 to write a script for a 30-second radio ad on 
behalf of the Earth. The “eco-mmercial” should creatively 
show the connection between human population pres- 
sures and one of four environmental issues: global warm- 
ing, habitat loss, pollution, or resource shortages. 
Winning entries will be professionally produced to air on 
radio stations. 

The contest has three categories—6th to 8th grades, 
9th to 10th grades, and 11th to 12th grades. Each cate- 


gory has a first prize of $1,000 and runner-up prizes of 
$500. 

The panel of judges includes professionals in the 
fields of radio, communications, public relations, and en- 
vironmental education. Organizers hope the contest will 
give students an incentive to take their creativity to the 
limit while giving teachers the opportunity to provide in- 
terdisciplinary activities that meet standards in language 
arts, social studies, and science.
